(SIT), Hoboken, HJ, five copies of BARfiON's reprint, "Caapus 
or Battleground? Columbia Is A Warning to All American 
Hniverslties”. This proposal is made in view of the recent 
sit-in at SIT by a very small minority of students, 10 out 
of 1300 undergraduates, who agitated for a pass-fail examlna^ 
tion system and a full-time, SIT paid, draft counselor on 
campus. 

SIT is one of the foremost engineering schools in 
the country and, although there is no SDS Chapter there or 
SDS activity noted, perhaps the reprint will alert the 
officials there as to what could happen at SIT if such a 
situation as the sit-in is given some headway.

At the present time there are three nnlwersitles in .'5iv; - 
the Newark area that bawe any type of a Student for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) organization. They are Princeton 
Vniwerslty, Princeton, New Jersey, with approximately 150 
members and perhaps 200 sympathizers; St. Peter *s College, 

Jersey City, Hew Jersey, with a membership of approximately 
12 students and Rutgers University which has an undetermined 
membership. 

At Princeton, according to **The Daily Princetonian** . 
a dally student newspaper at Princeton University in an issue ,.i , 
dated 5/6/68, SDS is an unrivaled political force on campus, 
committed to gaining converts to its particular ideology. The 
article notes that these is now a danger that student Issues and 
student power concept will be identified with the SDS banner. 

"The Star Ledger" a dally newspaper published in - 
Newark, N.J., issue dated 5/3/68, estimates there ' are 
approximately 4,700 students in Princeton Ihilversity. 


In order to stall the SDS growth at Princeton ^ ^ ’
